Yesterday It Remained in Throne 
Boom of Vatican and Was View- 
ed by Diplomats, Prelates, 
Relatives and Noble 
Families of Rome. 


Rome, July 22.—Tonight the body of 
Leo XITT lies in state in the basilica of 
St. Peter. Beginning tomorrow at sun- 
fise the people of Rome and those of all 
nations now in the Eternal City will be 
admitted to pay their last farewell. Op- 
portunity for this solemn tribute will end 


Saturday. 
At & o'clock this evening all wes in 


readiness to take the body of the pope 
from the vatican to the basilica of St. 


Peter. | 

The mournful procession § gathered 
ground the bier, which was gently lifted 
byt those who tn the lifetime of Leo XITI 
head carried him in the sedia gestatoria. 
The dead pontiff was now clad fn all the 
pomp of his holy office. About him had 
heen placed the sacerdota! robes. used 
anly when he celebrated a grand mass.

Immediately in front of the bier 
the pontifical silver cross was held aloft. 
Behind the bier came the three nephews 
of the late pape, Count Ricardo and Cail- 
lo Pecci and Count Canarli. Mer. Thom- 
as Kennedy, the rector of the American 
col’ gé, represented-the United States in 
thay procession. 

Air Heavy with Incense. 

The air was heavy with incense trom 
the cansors swinging constantly beside 
the body. The Franciscan penitentiaries 
still kept up the unceasing refrain of in- 
tercession. 

At the half of Palafraniere the cortege 
@ame to a standstill. There the cardinals 
who had been waiting in the hall of the 
sonsistory took their places immediately 
behind the nephews. Their scarlet had 
been put aside for the violet robes, which 
are only worn when princes of the church 
@re in mourning 

Once more the procession with the bier 
now flanked by the Swiss guards moved 
on. After the cardinals came the whole 
diplomatic body accredited to the vatican 
and the representatives of the Knights 
of Malta. The latter were followed by 
the marshal of the conclave, Prince Chigi,: 
the master of the Holy hospice: Prince 
Ruspoli, and the commander of the no- 
ble guards, Prince Rospigliosi, ail in mag- 
nificent uniforms. ’ 

Then came the -prelates of the chamber 
and Knights of the cape and sword in 
their medfeval Spanish robes, The noble 
and Swiss palatine guards brought up the 
rear. 

No moharch was ever followed to the 
tomb by a more im ng array. Led by 
the cardinais and prelates and clergy, 
prayers and psalms for the dead were 
recited as they slowly entered the Sis- 
tine chapel, where the chapter and cler- 
Sy of St. Peters awaited the procession. 
The latter formally received and took 
possession of the body. The torch, mace 
and cross bearers started forward giving 
an Opportunity to the chapter to take 
up a position immediately preceding the 
bier.

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Famous Kentuckian Dies at His Home, White Hall, 
Aged 93--Some Sensational Episodes in 
Life of Clay Are Recalled. 


Lexington, Ky., July 22.—General Cas- 

sius Marcellus Clay, ambassador to Rus- 
Sia under President Lincoln, noted abo- 
litionist and author, died at his home; 
Whitehall, in Madison county, at 9:10 
o'clock tonight. Death was due to general 
exhaustion. 
_ General Clay was born October 19, 1810, 
in ‘Madison county. He led a stirring life, 
which began to tell on him in late years. 
He believed a conspiracy to assassinate 
him had been formed and some years 
ago fortified his :home, Whitehall, and 
entered a life of seclusion that ended only 
a few weeke ago, when the courts ap- 
pointed a committee to take charge of 
him and his effects. 

He was found desperately ill. and has

GIVEN NEGRO 


John Gilbert, Implicated in 
Shooting White Man, 
Lynched, 


Memphis, July 22.—News was brought 
to the city tonight of the lynching of 
John ‘Gilbert, a’ negro, Monday after- 
noon, near Pinckney Landing Ark., 30 
miles south of this city.” Gilbert, it ts 
charged, was implicated in the shooting 
of H. J. Hubert, a prominent. white 
planter. | 

The negro was captured by a posse and 
given a hearing before a magistraté. He 
was bound over to the criminal court, 
but taken from the officer by neighbors of 
Hubert’s, and hanged to the limb of a 
tree in the immediate vicinity of the 
shooting. 

Hubert died on the afternoon following 
the lynching. Diligent search is being 
made for Jipg Hawker, a negro, whoa wue 
implicated with Gilbert in the shooting, 
and who {js thought to be the real autbor 
of the tragedy. 


BLACKMAIL LAID 
TO LABOR UNIONS 


Sensational Allegations in 
Trial of Labor Leader at 
New York, 


New York, July 22.—Before Judge New- 
burg, in general sessions today, the tak- 
ing of testimony began in the trial of 
Lawrence Murphy, former treasurer of 
the Journeymen Stonecutters’ Associa- 
‘tion, for. grand larceny in the theft of 
all of the funds of the association, 
amounting to $12,794. - 

It developed that his counsel will put

RUSSIA WARNED 
TO KEEP PLEDGE 


United States Will Stand No 
Trifling in Matter-of 
Manchuria. 


) 


Washington, July 22.—Notwithstanding 


thé publication of dispatches from various 
foreign cities questioning the extent of the 
promises made to the American govern- 
ment by China and Russia _ respecting 
Manchuria, the Officials here positively de- 
cline to add to or take one word from the 
statement published from Washington 
just before the departure of Secretary 
Hay to the effect that satisfactory assur- 
ances had been received that two or more 
Manchurian ports would be opened to thé 
world’s trade. 

It is quite certain that China, which is 
here regarded as the sovereign power .n 
Manchuria, made these pledges, and it 1s 
equally certain that the United States 
government fully intends that they shall 
be képt. The details referred to in the 
origifa] statement as requiring adjust- 
ment are still unsettled, but the state- 
ment ig patent, resting in full confidence 
of thé opening of the ports required with- 
in a reasonable length of time. 

It is true, as stated in the London dis- 
patch, that Japan looks with suspicion 
upon ‘tthe Russian pledges relative to 
Manchuria, and has intimated to the 
state department that they are not satis- 
factory, but so far the department sees 
ho reason to accept that view. 

Prince Ching’s Refusal. 

Pekin, July 22.—Prince Ching, the prea- 
ident of the foreign office, has written 
to United States Minister Conger, re- 
fusing to open towns in Manchuria. In 
his letter . dwells upon the impossi- 
bility of hina opening to foreigners 
towns which are not in her possession, 
but which are held by Russian troops. 
and poOints out the complications which 
would be likely to follow. 

‘It is’ believed here, however, that a 
compromise may be reached by including 
One town, Ta-Kuna-Ka-O, in the new 
commercial treaty.

BY MANY FALSE ENTRIES 
HEOGES SECURED MONEY 


He Deliberately Fa.sified His Diary 
and Drew Large Sums from the 
Treasury — Statement in 
Regard to thé Case Is 
Made by Bristow. 


Washington, July 22.—Charles Hedges 
was today removed fxom.the office o?% 
superintendent of free delivery of the 
postoffice department on the charge of 
falsifying his diary and loaning his trav- 
eling commission. It is charged that he 
reported himself at various places when 
he was not there on the date men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Hedges, while making no general 
denial of the charges, contended that they 
were not sufficiept justification for reé- 
moval. Ervin H. Thorpe, postoffice {n- 
spector in charge of New York. who has 
been assisting in the administration of 
free delivery service since the inception 
of *he investigation has been designated 
ac .ng superintendent of free delivery, in 
place of Mr. Hedges. 

Why Hedges Had To Go. 

The following is the official statement 
made public today by Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow: ° 

“Charles Hedges was today removed 
from the office of superintendent of free 
delivery. He represented himself at va- 
rious places on public Dusiness, when, 
in fact, he was elsewhere, in some in- 
stances. hundreds of miles distant. On 
October 2%, 1900, he states under oath. in — 
his diary, that he was at Joplin. Mo., 
on ‘extension of free delivery sefvice.’ 
when, in fact, hB was in Mansfield) Ohio, 
attending the funeral of former Secretary 
John Gherman. On December 7, 189, he 
._ himegelf at San Antonio, Tex., 
| ‘service,’ while, in. 
fact; he was fire México examining mining 
property. | 

‘In the month of October, 1899, A. W., 
Machen, superintendent of the free de- 
livery, was sick with typhold fever ard 
Hedges was at the department acting as 
superintendent. In his diary he states, 
under oath, that he was at various places, 
‘actually engaged in traveling on the 


business of the free delivery service.’ As- 
sistant superintendents of free delivéry 
ara allowed a per diem of $4 per day in 
lieu of expenses for days engaged actually 
traveling on the business of the depart- 
ment. Hedges’ false statements as to 
his whereabouts on these days were marii- 
festly for the purpose of collecting per 
diem to which he was not entitled. 

“There are many other instances of 
similar falsification. The facts were sub- 
mitted to the postmaster general some 
days since, who directed Hedges’ re- 
moval, for the reasons above set forth.” 

Mr. Hedges was appointed to the postal 
service from the tenth congressional dis- 
trict of Texas on July 1, 1898, and was 
appointed superintendent of free delivery 
July 1, 1901. His salary was $3,000 a year. 
He had charge of the delivery service in 
the citfes, the rural free delivery service 
being under another superintendent: and 
both being under the general supervision 
of A. W. Machen. 


What Hedges Has To Say. 

In a statement tonight Mr. Hedges 

“While I was assistant superintend@nt 
of free delivery, with headquarters 
New York. I was called to Washingto 
to take charge of the entire service, while 
Mr. Machen was ill with typhoid fever. 
While so acting I got $2,000 saiary 
agvsistant superintendent, while Mr. 
chen received $3,500. It was necessary 
for me to get the per diem allowance 
to make the services and the compen- 
sation equal. It is charged that the per 
diem acceunts show me at other points, 
the theory being that, strictly speaking, 
under the law, I was not entitled to per 
diem when at headquarters. This has 
never been tested, consequently never de- 
cided. . 

“It has been the practice of the office 
of the party taking the place of the 
head of the service to claim per diem 
in some form. In my case I was also 
supervising the eastern divisio Te) 
officiating as general superint ent here. 
Herbert W. Valentine, now fm the New \ 
York postoffice and formerly sfenographer 
there under me, surrendered/ private let- 
ters and notes to the inspectors which 
gave them this information,A lI used to 
drop him a line when I was traveling 
to keep him posted on my, whereabouts, 
Valentine is the one who used this post- 
office commission. 

“Tt was used with a knowledge of Gen-~* 
eral Superintendent Machen and Of First . 
Assistant Postmaster General Johnson. 


“Valentine was anxious to go out on field 


work. Mr. Bristow refused to allow the 
issuance of a commission. Mr. Machen, 
however, held that as Valentine was en- 
gaged on the work of the office his use 
of the commission was not illegal. As 
to the San Antonio reference, I was.in 
Mexico, but not examining mining prop- 
erty. In making my reports I never put 
down the towns that I had not visited, * 
nor did I put down all the towns that I 
visited,.as I was permitted to do. Thus, 
I omitted mentioning the Mansfield visit 
because I- had no official work there, and © 
Joplin was the last. place where I had 
had official work. I simp! 
the time on the list.’

King Edward 
had given the signa! for international 
péace by his visit to Paris and President 
Loubet had sealed the friendly overture 
by his sojourn in England. He spoke of 
the extension of the principle of arbitra- 
tion to the colonial policies of the two 
countries, and suggested that France 
and Great Britain utilize the happy mo- 
ment to make the fullest use of The 
Hague tribune. 

Premier Balfour moved a_ vote of 
thanks to Baron d'Estournelles, and said 
it. was the deliberate intention of the two 
countries to place on a permanent basis 
some organization to prevent the causes 
of petty friction which tended to lead to 
internal difficulties, and that he could 
assure Baron d’Estournelles that the 
government was determined, if it could, 
to arrive at some practical method to 
prevent diseases from developing into 
fatal maladies. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, who 
echoed the sentiments expressed by the 
preceding speakers, caused amusement by 
alluding to Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
lain as the ‘‘enfant terrible” of his party.

The body of the dead pope rests tonight 
on the high catafalque with his slipper- 
ed feet protruding through the gates to

the following days. 

Viewing the Body. 

Until 5 o'clock this atierscon the body 
of the pope lay in the“throne room of 
the vatican. During the day all the diplo- 
mats accredited to the vatican, the Ro- 
man princes, dukes, barons and other 


maining faithful to the papacy, ajl the 
high dignitaries of the church, the arch- 
bishops, bishops, patriarchs and heads of 
the religious orders, passed in solemn 
procession before the bier of the late 
pontiff.. The papal throne had been re- 
moved and in its place, under the fa- 

ous red silken canopy, on a smal] bed, 
fh the body of Leo XIII. Over 
the -bed was. thrown a red 
damask covering on which the body re- 
posed, robed_in white vestments, with the 


feet siippers embtaidered with gold. The 
thin hands, clasped ovér the chest, held 
tightly a sinail’ ivory cruciffx. Around this 
was entwined a rosary of mother of 
peafl set fn gold. On the third finger of 
the right hand the huge emerald pon- 
tifical ring sparkled. 

In striking contrast with the ghastly 
face was the purple hood, drawn down 
over the head, almost to the eyebrows 
and over the ears. The sunken cheek 
and jaws brought the nose and chin 
nearly together on the mouth, which was 
reduced almost to nothing, though no 
signs of agony were visible. It was the 
corpse of a man who might have been 
dead fifty years. 

On either side near the shoulders stood | 
a member of the noble guard, erect and 
motionless, Only a faint quiver of the 
drawn swords giving any indication that 
The ordeal 
of the soldiers in the heated chamber is 
so intense that they have to be constant- 
ly relieved. 

Lighted Candles at Corners. 

At the four corners of the hed stood 
lighted candles, 10 feet high. On the 
right of the body, close to the bed, was a 
small table covered with a white linen 
cloth, on which were two candles, throw- 
ing a glimmer of light on the crucifix be- 
tween them. On the cross is a crystal 
bowl, filled with holy water, from which 
each cardinal, whenever he passed, sprin- 
kled it and uttered a benediction. The 
silence was only brg@ken by the solemn 
chanting of six franciscan penitentiaries, 
who, kneeling or standing at a bench at 
the foot of the bier, continued their in- 
cessant suppiication. 

As each lay or clerical dignitary enter- 
ed the thrane room he advanced slowly 
to the side of the bed, took one last look 
ai the body and then withdrew. Some 
persons knelt in momentary prayer and 
crossed themselves. It was the last 
tribute of affection and devotion rather 
than any outward homage to the great 
head of the thurch.

“The evil can be destroyed if our best 
citizens will unite for its destruction. 

' Let some of our worthy grand jurors de- 
Vise a plan. Many of us may not be 
&dle to say that we have not been guilty, 
but any of us in good faith may agree 
not to do so any more. You cannot leg- 
islate morals into unwilling hearts. No 
matter what plan is adopted, if the ma- 
jority ot our voters are not opposed to 
the evil it cannot be suppressed by 
phartsaical charges to grand juries, nor 
by an occasional indictment against some 
friendiess criminal. I urge you to re- 
member that it is a high privilege of 
grand jurors to originate and cultivate 
a public sentiment which has for its ob- 
jJect the welfare of our people.”’

to the disqualified citizens who will ap- 
pear at the polls and demand the right 
to vote, despite the fact that they failed 
to pay their poll taxes. The’ general 
instructions to electiog maangers are to 
allow only persons to vote whose names 
are on the poll books, but occasionally 
a citizen will appear with a poll tax re- 
ceipt, properly dated, but which was is- 
sued by the sheriff after February 1, and 
demand that he be allowed to casf“ids 
ballot. Registration alone is not sufficient 
qualification for suffrage at the prima- 
ry, and if the election managérs stick 
strictly to the polf books they will avoid 
all trouble and the possibility of con- 
tests and complications afterwards.

PURELY SOCIAL 
SAYS CANNON 


Regarding His Long Visit 
* with President Roose- 
velt. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., suly 22.—While ad- 
mitting before he left for New York to- 
night that proposed financial legislation 
had been under consideration today, 
James G. Cannon, probably speaker of 
the next house, who spent the day with 
the president, insisted that his call upon 
the president had been principally social. 
Matters of legislation, both financial and 
general, were discussed briefly and infor- 
mally. he. said. but no definite conclu- 
sions were reached. Mr. Cannon said it 
was not certain whether the house would 
take up for consideration financial legis- 
lation at the extra session in November. 
That could” be determined finally only 
by the house itself. 

It has been stated that Mr. Cannon is 
opposed to the agitation of any financial 
question and wovwl4é exercise his’ power 
as speaker of thé"trouse, after eleciion, 
to prevent any legtsiation looking to 
changes In the present currency system. 
These statements, it can be said, do not 
reflect accurately his views. He does 
not approve of some of the proposed 
financial measures, but he indicates that 
if there be a substantial sentiment next 
fall in favor of currency legislation he 
will not be found standing in the way of 
it. He has strong opinions regarding 
changes in the currency system, but he 
declined at this time to enter on any 
discussion of them. He said he was not 
in the east for the purpose of consider- 
ing the financial question and did not ex- 
pect to have conferences with anybody 
about it. His business in the east, he 
said, was personal, but while in this 
section of the country he would investi- 
gate some matters relating to govern-s 
ment works and improvements.

Lewlessness in Two Counties 
Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., July 22.—(Spectal.)—Cir- 
cult court will be In session at Williams- 
burg, Covington county, this week. and 
the criminal docket is the largest in the 
history of the country, almost eclipsing 
the record of the Washington county 
circuit court, which had fifteen murder 
and manslaughter cases docketed a few 
weeks ago. 

It seems that Covington county Is en- 
deavoring to establish a record as the 
banner law-breaking county in Missis- 
gippi, and is in a fair way to succeed in 
doing so. Within the past three weeks 
six negroes have been killed in the 
county, and during the past two-year 
period there have been fifty killings with- 
in the borders of the county. Eleven 
negroes are now in the Williamsburg jail 
awaiting trial on the charge of murder 
or manslaughter, and the public is making 
a clamorous demand for some old-fash- 
joned neck-breakings as the surest deter- 
rent of a continuance @f the carnival of 
crime. i 

Smith county, which ts just adjoining 
Covington, has also established a very 
unenviable record for murdérs, and the 
criminal docket for the next term is over- 
burdened with killings. Blind-tiger 
whisky and pistol-toting are assigned as 
the prime causes of these tragedies, and 
the most deplorable feafure ig the failure 
of the courts to give the murderers the 
maximum penalty of the law. In a 
majority of instances the trials will result 
in acquittal or a flung jury, and public 
sympathy seems to be with the criminal 
classes,

Retail Grocers’ Association of Georgla 
convened in fourth annual session here 
this morning with one of the largest 
attendances known in the history of the 
organization. 

The association was called to order by 
H. H. Dupriest, president of the Macon 
Retai] Grocers’ Association, who called 
upon Rev. J. C. Scruggs, of Macon, for 
the opening prayer, 

An address of welcome was delivered 
by Hon. Bridges Smith, mayor of Macon, 
and it was an effort which was well re- 
ceived ‘by the large assembly. The re- 
ply to Mayor Smith was by T. C. Honn, 
of Rome, 

A. W. Farlinger, of Atlanta, president 
of the Georgia association, then deliv- 
ered his annual address. Among other 
things Mr. Farlinger said that the gen- 
eral purpose of the organization was not 
Only to better the financial condition of 
the retai] grocers of w- state, but to 
uplift them in every possible way. Con- 
tinuing along this line, he said that while 
the nature of a groceryman@ life, spent 
inside of the walls of his store, did not 
give him the opportunity to litefalize 
himself by broader eontact with the 
world, and that as the result of, this 
there were sometimes petty jealouies 
among them; that it was the purpose ef 
the Retail Grocers’ Association to bring 
them together along lines that would 
enable them to see that  grocerymen 
everywhere could help each other and 
trat there was no reason for antagonism. 

The questions which he said would 
come up for the consideration of the 
body were urgent. 

He. said that there should be a better 
Collection law, which would help the 
grocer to get his money after he sold 
goods. Referring to the measure now 
Introduced in the house along this line, 
he saiqd that it was the hope of retail 
grocers that this measure should pass. 

Another class, aside from the man who 
Stays in one place and does not pay his 
debts, is the man, he said, who goes from 
place to place, not paving his debts, or 
what is commonly ealled ‘‘deadbeats.’’ 
He said that he hoped that a crusade 
woulkl be inaugurated against them and 
that they would be opposed until ‘they 
should either have to pay their debts or 
leave the country for something to eat. 

He referred, also’ tewyhat is known as 
the semi-jobbver, Wats. man who, con- 
ducts a wholesale business and vet con- 
tinues to sell to consumers. Hle saia 
that retailers should be protected against 
Such at all .hagards, and that manufac- 
turers should manufacture, wholesalers 
sell to dealers and retallers to consumers. 

The cutting man was also’ discussed, 
it being declared that every man in the 
grocery business was entitled to a profit 
for his [fabors and that these concerns 
who were in a habit of selling goods be- 
low the profit margin should be elimi- 
nated, 

Concluding, the state president declared 
that the work as it now stood was large- 
ly educational, and thanked both the 
trade press and the general press for 
what it had done along the line of en- 
lightening the people in the matter of 
trade organization. He said that as the 
ideas governing the organization become 
promulgated that business would be con- 
ducted along right lines for the equal 
and just benefit of all engaged therein.

OW KING EOWARD 


Maude Gonne Hangs Dut a 
Black Flag at Dublin, 


Alleges That Sable Banner Is in 
Me--ory of Por, but Polic: Pull 
It Down—Crowds Greet 
the King and the 
Queen. 


Dublin, July 22.—Maude Gonne (Mrs. 
McBride), who is here, is determined to 
make the visit of the king and queen un- 
pleasant, if possible. Yesterday she hung 
a black flag outside her residence in 
memory of the pope, she said. It was 
pulled down by the police, whereupon 
Maude Gonne, supported by lady friends, 
hung out another black flag and armed 
themselves with pokers and boigng water, 
defying the police, who summoned re- 
{nfrocements. But they made no further 
attempt to haul down the flag, which was 


again displayed today. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra, ac 
companied by the lord lieutenant, the 
earl of Dudley, and Princess Victoria, 
their suites and other officials, drove 
from the vice regal lodge to the castle, 
which they reached shortly before ll 
o'clock this morning. The weather was 
pleasant and the crowds along the route 
greeted their majesties with continuous 
cheering. 

The king, who wore a field marshals 
uniform, received in the throne room 4 
large number of deputations prior to the 
levee, which opened at noon. 

Many addresses of welcome were pre- 
sented. The king. in ‘reply, said there 
was no part of his dominions in @hich he 
took greater interest than in Ireland. 
The queer and himself had long been in 
evmpathy with the movements tending to 
advance the social and material well- 
being of the community, and they hoped 
now to become acquainted with the con- 
ditions under which the people lived, and 
to learn what could be done to brighten 
the lot of e poor. 

The queen, after presenting badges fo 
the jubiiee nurses, drove to Alexander 
college. In the meanwhile King Edward 
held a levee at the castle, which was at- 
tended By a great numbeg of prominent 
people frum all parts of Ireland. In the 
vicinity of the castle the streets were 
packed ~with people, and presented a bril- 
liant appearance owing to the passing 
and repassing of hundreds of court and 
military officials in full uniform. After 
the levee the king returned to the vice 
regal lodge, where he was joined by the 
queen. 

The king drove to Trinity college this 
afternoon and received an address of 
welcome. He was accorded a great re- 
ception by th® students and faculty. His 
majesty spoke briefly, saying he was 
proud his name was numbered on the rolls 
of the college which boagted of swift, 
Berkely, Burke and Gratton. 

The king on his return to the vice regal 
lodge received a continuous ovation from 
the crowds in the streets.

to Supreme Court. 

Valdosta, Ga., July 22.—_(Special.)—Cap- 
tain S. T. Kingsbery, of this city, has 
just completed an interesting and val- 
valve table of the number of cases car- 
ried to the supreme court of Georgia 
from each of the judicial circuits of the 
state. with the number of affirmations 
and reversals of each of the superior 
court judges. Captain Kingsbery spent 
nearly four months in going through the 
116 folumes of supreme court decisions, 
wh.ch was the only method by which 
the record could be gotten, 

The table shows that Judge A. H. /{ 
Hansell, who recently retired from the 
bench of the Southern circuit, after a 
gervice of forty-two years, had only 119 
of his decisions carried to the supreme 
court, and in these he was affirmed 7 
Himes, or @ per cent. In 8 {volumes of 


Hansell’s term on the superior coyrt 
bench, there appear no decisions as to 
him. Judge Hansell’s record on the bench 
in point of service, number of cases car- 
ried from his courts to the supreme 
court and number of affirmations is 
probably unequaled by any judge who 
ever sat 6m the bench in Georgia.

"By a vote of 77 to 82 the house yes- 
terday *killed the substitute for the Fel- 
Ger bill by Messrs. Holder, of Jackson, 
and Shackelford, of Clarke, which pro- 
™® vided that those counties electing to do 

86 might work their felony convicts on 

thé public roads, ‘in lieu of receiving any 

proceeds from them for their public 

School fund, the convicts to be appor- 

tlened in accordance with population. 

Bollowing the loss of the substitute, 
the house administered defeat to the 
Original Felder bill by a vote of 56 for 
and 8 against. The Felder bill differed 
in detall from the substitute, principally 
as to the manner of apportioning the 
éonvicts,. the whole object of these 
meaégures being to get part of the felony 
convicts at least at work on the public 
roads. 

The debate was brought to a close at 
ll o’clock yesterday by the adoption of 
& résolution by Mr. Morris, of Cobb, 
and the committee of the whole at once 
proceeded to a vote on the amendments 
ané@ substitutes. The house showed 4 
G@écidéd disposition from the start to kill 
the Felder bill, for it voted down every 
amendment offered with a view to pér- 
fecting it an@ removing objectionable 
features. Two substitutes were with- 
@fawn and action was then taken on 
the Holder substitute and then the orig- 
inal dill with the result stated. 

Steed Bill Before House. 

Following the disposition of the Felder 
bill the house adopted a resolution re- 
ported by the committee on rules, fixing 
thé Steed bill, reldting to the disposition 
of the felony convicts, as the special Or- 
der for immediate consideration. 

The Steed bill, which has come to the 
house with a favorahle report from the 
penitentiary committee, provides, in ef- 
fect, for the renewal of the present sys- 
tem, “under which the state leases the 
labor of thé convicts, maintaining super- 

vision and control of them for another 
period of five years. Up to this point it 
is practically the same as the Clements 

which has been passed by the senate,

Does any 
one believe, Mr. Steed asked, that Tom 
Eason, Judge Turner or General Evans 
would lend themselves to such a scheme 
against the people of Georgia?

The city schools were able to 
get along for themselves, but such was

than they are now getting. Mr. Moses 
said some of the farmers were afraid now 
to drive along the fine turnpike Poads of 
the state for fear they would meet one 
of these “red devil” automobiles. He de- 
fended the members of the prison com- 
mission, and declared the attacks made 
upon them were unfounded. Those who 
made these charges did not believe what 
they said. 

“You may build up your cities if you 
will, under this measure, but if you do, 
you do it at the exp&hse of the yeomanry 
of your state.”’ 

Speaking of his own county, he said the 
people of Coweta would not be willing to 
take $4,000 out of the county’s school fund 
and put it into the old red hills. 

Mr. Moses said his motto was good 
schools first, and then good roads. This 
convict fund could not be used for both 
Purposes. There was no question in hiz 
mind that this quarter of a million dol- 
lars sheuld be used to build up the 
schools. 

“If you are so interested in roads,’’ he 
said, ‘make your appropriation direct.”’ 

The schools had been put on notice, he 
said, tnat the direct appropriation would 
never be more than $800,000. Just as a 
Special appropriation to schools begins to 
attain any proportions, it is sought to 
divert it to some othér purpose. Such an 
effort should not be tolerated. 


Debate Is Ended. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Moses’ speech 
Mr. Morris of Cobb was recognized.

Something About Judge ‘Bennett. 


Governor Terrell’s tender of a placé 
upon the supreme court bench to Judge 
Joseph W. Bennett, of Brunswick, gave 
rise to much pleasant comment on-the 
part of those who know Judge Bennett 
best. 

His eminent qualifications for the office 
are universally recognized. Judge Ben- 
nett is an alumnus of the University 
of Georgia, having graduated in the class 
of 1883. After graduation, he spent several 
years in teaching in Jackson county, as 
head of the high school at Jefferson. He 
is a native of Liberty county, but mov- 
ed when young to Brooks, where his fath- 
er now resides. His father was solicitor 
general of his circuit for a number of 
years, and jis now the esteemed judge 
of the coynty court. 

Fer severa] years after leaving Jack- 
Son county, Joe Bennett was priyate sec- 
retary to Hon. Henry G. Turner. then 
a mMiember of congress. Later he wags ad- 
‘mitted to the bar and went to Brunswick, 
where he has since resided. He served 
One term in the lower house of the gen- 
eral assembly, and wag at the next ges- 
sion elected judge of his circuit. . 

Judge Bennett served as judge for three 
years and a half, resigning to form his 
present connettion as member of the firm 
of Kay, Bennett & Conyers. Before go- 
ing on the bench he was a partner in 
the practice of,the law with Hon. W. 
G. Brantley, member of congress from 
the eleventh district. He is highly suc- 
cessful at the law and feels that he owes 
it to himself and his family to remain 
in Brunswick although his personal pre- 
delictions have been toward the bench. 


Entomologist Scott Resigns. 


Professor W. M. Scott has tendered his 
resignation as state entomologist, to take 
effect on the Ist of September. Entomol- 


portant position with the bureau of plant 
industry in the department of agriculture 
at Washington. There he will be known 
as plant pathologist, his chief work be- 
ing upon the diseases of deciduous fruits 
In this capacity, he will still be brought 
in frequent contact with the fruit growers 
of Georgia, but, of course, the state loses 
his services in the important position he 
has filled so successfully. 

It is another case of the state losing the 
services of an expert because of the small 
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ogist Scott has aacepted a highly im- , 
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Of Brunswick, who was tendered 
the vacant judgeship on the su- 
preme bench, 
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proven his worth in every way. The 
officials of the department of agriculturs 
are very sorry to lose his services, and 
do not hesitate to express the fear that 
it will be a long time before any man 
so competent is secured by the induce- 
ments which the state is able to hold out. 
“T regard the loss of Professor Scott a 
great one,’’ said Assistant Commissioner 
Wright yesterday in making the an- 
nouncement. “Georgia can illy afford to 
lose so efficient an official. Just at a 
time when millions of dollars are being 
put in the fruit industry in this state, 
we have allowed others to secure his 
services. It is the same old story of 
meager salaries causing the loss of some 
of eur best experts.”’ 

It is not known when the successor to 
Professur Scott will be chosen. The state 
board of entomology consists of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Stevens, P. J. Berck- 
mans, president of the State Horticulturai 
Society, and Dudley Hughes, president of 
the Siate Agricultural Society. No meet- 
ing of that vody,has yet been called. 


Attorney General First.

Land Bill Is Discussed. 

The general judiciary committee of the 
house spent the afternoon yesterday in 
hearing argument relative to the bills 
proposed to relieve certain holders or 
Owners of land in certain south Georgia 
counties, the title to which is under cloud 
because of a claim by the state. 

The Constitution recently gave the his- 
tory of the lands that are involved. The 
legislature in 1818 set apart land lots Nos. 
10 and 100 in certain counties in the 
southern part of the state to be used for 
the education of poor children. It is 
Claimed these lots were never rold or de- 
voted to the purposes for which they 
were originally intended, and therefore 
that title to them. sstill rests in the 
state. Suit for them has been brought 
in various superior courts in the coun- 
ties in which they are located, in the 
name of the state, Bldridge Cutts, of 
Abbeville, and J. w. Haygood, of Fitz- 
&erald, acting as counsel for the state in 
pressing the sults. 

Senator H. W. Hopkins of the seventh, 
Who is from Thomas county, hag al- 
ready introduced and secured the passage 
in the senate, of a measure seeking to 
relieve the holders of these land lots who 
have been in undisputed possession for 
a long term of years. Senator Hopkins’ 
bill provides that those who can show 
undisputed possession for a period of 
twenty years, shall be given clear title 
to the property. This bill was before the 
genera, judiciary committee yesterday, 
aS was also a bill along similar linees by 
Mr. Buchanan of Early, and a substi- 
tute by Mr. Hixon of Sumter, which pro- 
poses to submit each case to arbitration 
in the event the holders of the prop- 
erty cannot reach a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the state through conference 
with the attorney general.

The man of commerce is pitted against 
the man whose trade is war in the present 
Venezuelan revolution, says Colonel W. L. 
Scruggs 
to Venezuela. 

“In the conflict now going on in Vene- 


affairs,”” said Colonel Scruggs last night. 
“It might be one of the richest countries 
of its size in the world if peace could rule 
there or a stable government be estab- 
lished. 

“To understand the existing state of af- 
fairs in that country it is necessary to go 
back to the overthrow of President An- 
drada’s guvernment by Castro about two 
years ago. The former = § administration 
was weak and unpopular and Castro, up 
to that time an obscure man, saw an op- 
portunity to rise and took advantage of 
that opportunity. President Andrada ab- 
dicated with scarcely a show of resis- 
tance. 

“Castro, however, has been 
most of the time since he has been 
contro] of Venezuelan affairs, the most 
serious difficulty whieh has confronted 
him being the recent international com 
plications involving France and Germany 

“Castro is preeminentiy the military 
man. He has energy and ability te a 
certain extent, but is not popular. nor 
does he possess the coufidence of the pev- 
ple of his country. However, he pays the 
soldiers whether the interest on the pub- 
lic debts are paid or not and consequently 
the army stands by him. 

“The leader of the revolution against 
this revolutionist is a weaithy Caracas 
banker, Matos by name. He is one 
the best men in Venezuelh, being honest, 
nterprising and patriotic, but he ig not 
a soldier and consequently Castro had 
the advantage over him in the waging ot 
war. 

‘Another leader of the revolution is Dr. 
Rojas, a lawyer, an old bachelor of pro»- 
‘ably 60 years of age. He is also sincere 
‘and patriotic. 

“It is hard to say what the termination 
of this revolution will be, bug it is safe 
to say that this all but constant warfare 
keeps the republics of South ‘America 
from enjoying opulence and bountiful 
prosperity.”’ 

An Atlanta insurance man who has 
traveled extensively in Europe was yes- 
terday discussing the differences in com- 
mercial methods which prevail on the dif- 
ferent sides of the Atlantic. 

“We are accustomed,’ said he, “‘to the 
expressions American and European 
plans for conducting a hotel, and, of 
course, as far as most of the more modern 
hotels are concerned, this distinction no 
longer prevails. The most notable differ- 
ences. exist, however, in the stores one 
sees in the European cities and in Ameri- 
can cities. 

“In Paris and London, for example, 
there will be stores for every article that 
you will need .such as walking stick 
stores, glove stores, fan stores, hosiery 
stores, hat stores, shirt stores, etc., all 
of them confining themselves exclusively 
to their one line. 

“This seems quite odd to the man ac- 
customed to the department stores of the 
United States, great diversified emporiums 
where a man can get anything from a 
piece of cheese and giass of beer to a 
white elephant or a steam yacht. 

‘I remember one walking cane store in 
Paris that nearly ran me crazy, for I 
am a sort of a fool about walking sticks 
anyhow. This was quite a good-sized 
store room, completely filled with canes 
of every wood that grows, carved, silver- 
ed, inlaid. There were probably 30,000 
eanes in that store, the handiwork of 
every nation on the globe. I spent days 
looking over the magnificent collection 
and finally purchased several sticks to 
bring home with me. 

“The pipe stores also fascinated me, for 
I had never seen so many fine pipes gath- 
ered together. Meerschaum is much 
cheapér in*Europe than it is in this coun- 
try on account of the duty here. I touk 
advantage of this fact to buy a number of 
elatorately carved pipes.”’

After writing a letter stating he had 
decided to end his life that his debts 
might be paid, W. A. Long swallowed 
a portion of the contents of a vial of 
morphine in his room at the Kimball

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“Gus Long, as he was called by his 
friends, wis one of the best known dry 
goods salesmen in the city. He had 
filled positions in several of the leading 
dry goods stores in the city during the 


past twenty-five years. 
was with the firm of Carroll & Long, 
wholesale liquor dealers. 

Tuesday night he returned to the city 
‘rom a trip to Warm Springs and took a 
room at the Kimball. He asked to be 
called at 6 o’clock, and at that hour a 
hell boy rapped upon his door and’ re- 
ceived ah answer. Fifteen minutes later 
he rang for ice water. That was about 
6:30 o’clock. At 8 o'clock a housemaid 
passed his room and, seeing a ga5 jet 
burning, she opened the door. Mr. Long 
was lying across the bed dressed as it 
ready to go out. She saw he was not 
breathing and she notified Dr. W. E. 
Wilmerding, the Kimball house physi- 
cian. The doctor found that Long had 
been dead several minutes. 

In the room were found a small vial, 
from which morphine had been taken, 
and three letters which had been written 
at Warm Springs. One of the letters 
was addressed ‘‘To the Press,’’ one to his 
sisters and the third to Undertakers Bar- 
clay & Brandon. The letter to the press 
was as follows: 

Died To Pay Debts. 

“To the Press—I hope you will do me 
the fustice of saying I was an honorable 
man, and commit this deed that my debts 
would be paid. It is seldom a man does 
this to pay his debts,-.but I have Se 
nerve to do it. It is hard, but I can't 
help it. For further information ask my 
sisters for the letters left for them. 

“WW. A. LONG.” 

The body was removed to the parlors 
of Undertaker Patterson by request of 
E. H. Carroll, Lon'’s brother in law. 
There the coroner held’an inquest. ‘The 
facts as stated above were brought oui 
in the evidence before the coroner’s jury. 
The morphine bottle from which the 
poison had been taken was examined. It 
Originally contained 1 one-fourth grain 
tablets. Thirty of them, or about eight 
grains of morphine, were missing, an 
amount sufficient to kill three or four 
men. 

The letters found in the room had been 
written on the letter-head of the hotel 
at Warm Springs. 

Verdict Was Suicide. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that the deceased came to his death 
from morphine taken with suicidal intent. 

Long leaves a wife and one little child 
14 months old. He was married to Miss 
Mattie Davis, of Locust Grove, this state, 
three years ago. His immediate rela- 
tives are his sisters, Mrs. E. H. Carroll 
and Misses Sallie and Lena Long. 

He was a member of the Knights of 
Pythias and had a $3,000 life insurance in 
the Royal Arcanum. It is believed that 
in stating he died to pay his debts he 
meant what he owed cculd be paid from 
the insurance money. 

The funeral will take piace this after- 
noon at 5 o’clock from the undertaker’'s, 
Rey. John E. White conducting,the serv- 
ices. The interment will be at Oakland.

Ponder, Carter and Powell 
Charged with Counterfeiting, 


Ponder Confesses After Arrest and 
. Tells of the Operations of the 
Gang—Later Officers Bring 
in Man Said To Be 


the Ringleader.

Anniston, Ala., July 22.—(Special.)—Of- 
ficer Aaron, of the United States secret 
service bureau, and Deputy Collector W. 
W. Battle, with the aid of the police de- 
patment, have unearthed a gang of al- 
leged counterfeiters who have been ope- 
rating extensively in Anniston for the 
past few weeks. John Powell, Dee Pon- 
der and Bob Carter, all white, of this 
city, are now confined in the county jail. 
Ponder is charged with counterfeiting 
and Carter and Powell are charged with 
passing counterfeit money. 

All those arrested are young. Ponder ts 
22 years old, Carter 18 and Powell only 14. 
Carter and Powell were arrested several 
days since, but the matter was kept quiet 
until. Ponders, who ft is alleged, was one 
of the ringleaders, could be apprehend- 
ed. Ponder was arrested by Officer Ham- 
ilton. When arrested Ponder had on his 
person a very ugly gun which his action 
proved he would have used if the officer 
had not gotten the drop on him. 

After the arrest Ponder broke down 
and confessed to the Officers. He stated 
that the base of operation was in Ran- 
doliph county, ten miles from Chulafinnee. 
He stated that the molds could be found 
at a certain place and told how the work 
was done. Officers Battle and Aaron left 
immediately for the scene. Ponder and 
his confederates, according to the State- | 
ments made, have been operating in An- 
niston for several weeks and many dol- 
lars of genuine money have been secured 
by them in exchange for the spurious 
coin. 

Their plan was to visit a store and pur- 
chase 5 or 10 cents worth of goods giving 4 
one of the counterfeit dollars in payment. 
They received in change the difference in 
good money. Those who passed the money 
were given a percentage of the good 
money received for their time and the 
risk assumed. 

Secret Service Officer Aaron and Depu- 
ty Marshal Battle have returned from 
Randolph county with Jim Shambilee. 
charged with counterfeiting. He wes 
placed in the county jail in default of a‘ 
$8,000 bond. After Shamblee's arrest was 
effected the officers searched the premises 
and found three gets of molds and about 
sixty counterfeit dollars. The molds were 
found in Shamblee’s blacksmith shop 
and the money was stored away in his 
residence. Shamblee implicated Peter 
Noah, who resides in this city and he 
was arrested early yesterday morning. 

It is said that Noah is the leader of 
the gang, having induced the others to 
engage in the business by flattering state- 
ments as to the money that could be 
made by it. All the accused, however, try 
to shield themselves and the facts will 
hardly be known unt the trial occurs. 
The bonds of Shamblee, Noah and Pon- 
der have been fixed at $3,000 and those 
of Carter and Powell at $1,500. They have 
not succeeded in making bond.

NO BOLL WEEVIL 
EAST OF TEXAS 


—_—... 


Government Expert Scoffs a$ 
_the Story from Ala- 
bama. 


Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—Dr. L. 
O. Howard, chief of the bureau of ento- 
mnology in the department of agriculture, 
still refuses to believe that the Mexican 
boll weevil has passed the borders of 
Texas and is to be found east of the 
Mississippi river. 

When his attention was called to an 
account that has been widely published 
in the southern states of the exhibition 
of samples of the .boll weevil from a 
plantation 15 miles south of Montgomery, 
Ala.,-he said that he was confident that 
there had been some mistake about the 
matter. This exhibition was made at a 
meeting of the Ginners’ Association of 
Alabama at Montgomery, Ala., on July 
15, and those who saw the ingects do not 
seem to have entertained any doubt as 
to their being genuine Mexican boll 
weevils. Dr. Howard has received nu- 
merous samples of weevils from Ala- 
bama and other cotton states east of 
the Mississipp! which the senders have 
believed to be the Mexican boll weevil. 
thus far an examination 
them to be 
varieties 


In every case 
of the insects has’ shown 
samples of weevils of other 
which. are well known to the entomolo- 
gist and which are not harmful to cotton. 
The season has not yet advanced far 
enough for Dr. Howard to venture any 
predictions as to the extent of the dam- 
age that will probably be done by the 
weevil in the infected districts in Texas 
this year. He-is receiving reports from 
time to time from his agents who are 
conducting experiments on Texas planta- 
tions. The most interesting report thus 
far received is one bearing out the theo- 
ries of the department as to the greater 
vitality of cotton grown from northern 
seed. One of the experimental tracts 
near Victoria, Tex., was completely over- 
flowed after the cotton plants were well 
grown and the plants were covered with 
silt. After the flood sunsided these piants 
continued to grow, while all the cotton 
outside of the experimental traet that 
had been overflowed was killed,

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 22.—The price level of 
securities made some recovery today in 
an irregular market. The opening rise 
met renewed selling, ‘especially in the 
United States Steel stocks which caused a 
wavering in the whole list. With a re- 
laxation of the urgent pressure upon 
these stocks the market took on a better 
tone and started more steadily upward. 
There were occasional slight reactions, but 
the trading fell away to nominal propor- 
tions at the recessions, until the last 
hour of the session. At that time the 
market paused and then turned downwatd 
on a growing volume of selling and closed 
easy. The principal active stocks had 
been lifted from 2 to 3 points over last 
night’s closing, and the reaction left 
them not more than half of the extreme 
gains. The upward movement was ac- 
companied by as little news as the recent 
severe declines, but the pressure to sell 
was not maintained. The demand froim 
the shorts was an important element in 
the buying as a matter of course after 
so violent a decline as that which has. 
been occurring. No other inducement to 
cover shorts was needed than the failure 
to dislodge stocks with the recent cus- 
tomary case. The alarming rumors of 
tinancial difficulties which were numerous 
yesterday all failed of corroboration to- 
day, and this formed a negative influence 
on the buying side of the market. Some 
of the commission houses professed 10 
have buying orders of an investment 
character. These were not in large 
amounts, and they did not follow the 
tnarket far on any advances. The rise in 
the dividend rate on Eries first preferred 
from 3 to 4 per cent basis made itself felt 
to some extent in the market. Many past 
hopes of dividend increases raised by the 
large surplus earnings reported by vari- 
vus railroad companies have been held in 
ubeyance since the period of putting sur- 
plus earings back into improvement, and 
sometimes, in addition, issuing. bonds for 
additional improvement funds.
